“The new institute,’ he said, 
‘Will conduct research, develop- 
|ment, and design pragrams re- 
ilating to the application of mod- 
ern tachnology to the ocean en. 
Vironment. These programs will 
be undertaken in all phases of 
ocean technology and, in addi- 
lion to the permanent profession. 
al staff, will involve faculty and 
students from many disciplines 
within the University.” 


It is expected that the insti- 
tute will be largely self support- 
ing through contracts and 
grants from interésted agencies 
and laboratories in the federal 
fovernment, agencies in the 
States, foundations, and industri- 
al and commercial organiza- 
lions. 

Dr. Hill is an electrical engi- 
neer with a Ph.D. from the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. Before 
Joining Litton Industries he 
taught for five years at URI. 

The Board also recommended 
the awarding of a contract for 
the Narragansett Bay Campus. 
Molony and Rubien Construction 
Company of Providence was low 
bidder for the two structures al 
$1,237,700. 

Approval was given to the 
submission of a proposal to 
the National Science Foundation 
under the Science Development 
Program. The action was taken 
upon the recommendation of 
URI faculty-administrative com- 
mittee which conducted a yvear- 
long study.
